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WATCHING THE ALIENS. 


A Reuter’s mes-age, received yesterday, states that an Aliens 
Bill has been issued which extends the powers granted to the 
Government under the Aliens Restriction Act of 1914 for a further 
period of two year>. Also further powers are given the Govern- 
ment to make orders enabling war prisoners to be kept in custody 
until six months after the siening of ‘peace: The Bill further 
céntains a clause rendering aliens attempting to-cause sedition 


imposes.a maximum penalty of three months’ imprisonment on 
aliens attempting to promote industrial unrest. The” Bill refers 
chiefly to aliens and not only enemy aliens. From the, early days 
of the war the question of the alien population tn the United King- 
dom has aroused much discussion. Several thousands of foreigners 
belonging to enemy countries were interned at various camps, 


Many who had been proved dangerous or undesirable were deported, 
some, however, afterwards managing toreturn. There remained a 
large number of aliens of all classes —from the very rich to the very 
poor—wlfo from time to time fell under suspicion. Some were 
prosecuted for open hostility or for auspicious actions. The Govern- 
ment was constantly urged to take stronger precautions against 
aliens, but it was slow to act. . 
. Meanwhile, during the war many aliens had hidden” their 
identity under British surnames and not a few were. engaged in 
work forthe Government. The inter-marriage of British subjects 
with foreigners had been so frequent in the last generation that the 
problem was rendered more acute and difficult: In July, 1918, the 
Home Secretary appointed « Committee to examine the cases of 
enemy aliens who had, up to that time, been exempted from intern- 
ment or repatriation, and to report in each case whether they 
recommended that the exemption should’ be withdrawn with 
a view to the internment or repatriation of the person concern- 
ed, or whether the exemptions be continued, and if so, on what 


enemy aliens were interned forthwith. The Committee on Company 
Law Amendment recommended, in August, 1918, that the Board of 
Trade should be empowered to. make an enquiry as to whether a 
company is carrying ona “key” industry and secure the disclosurp 
of the nationality of every registered “member. Also an Altexs 
Watch Committee of members of Parliament set to work to investi- 
gate cases of alien enemies and to assist the other committees in 
dealing with the question. A further Committee. was charged with 
the duty of considering the question of persons of alien birth 
employed in Government offices. Still a further Committee was 
appointed to consider the revocation of naturalisation certificates. 
Under'a Defence of the Realm Regulation any person not a natural- 
born British subjéct was prohibited from changing his name except 


with the permission of the Home Secretary. It was also unlawful: 


for any person'not a natural-born British subject whose name had 


" been changed during the war to continue to use the same except by 


special Bermission. The regulation did’not apply to a change of 
name by Royal licence or the use by a woman of her married Tame. 
. These regulations gave the authorities power adequately 
to dea? with s situation that at onetime was.undoubtedly a grave 
menace, and the decision that they. are now to be extended with the 
added powers stated will be'met with general satisfaction amongst 
British subjects the world over, for we -bave ‘seen by the recent 
events in Germany, Austria and elsewhere that enemy aliens

League of Nations is the evidence 


of a world-wide desire to stop the 
barbarities of war, and in this 
connection we cannot forget that 
it wag at Geneva that the historic 


Convention was drawn up to 


frame rules of conduct in hostili- 
ties between nation and nation. 


The Geneva Convention was 
originally adopted at a National 
Conference held in the city 
in 1864, -but was after- 
wards replaced by the Con- 


vention of 1906, which was’ an 


which forbade crue] methods of 
warfare. In the Franco-German 
War of 1870, also, the famous Red 
Gross Society was formed, the 
“Geneva Cross” flag being 
recognised’ as neutral. During 
the present war, we know that a 


great work of mercy’ has been 
carried out in this ancient and 
honoured city on behalf of suffer- 


ers, irrespective of nationality. 


Thus. from many . standpoints 


Geneva’s claim to the seat 
of the: League of Nations 
is: above reproach. For if 


is most fitting that a city which 
has devoted so much of its en- 


ergies to the alleviation of suffer- 
ing andthe spread of civilisation 
should now become the headquar- 
ters of a body which aims'at re- 
placing force by a better and a 
more sensible plan for the settle- 
ment of international differences. 


GERMANY FIRST. 
We can quite. appeciate the 
French’and British viewpoint that, 
rather than delay peace by deal- 
ing with all the enemy States at 
the same time, it is better to ex- 
ecute one Treaty with Germany as 
quickly as possible.. The French 
fear that a collective Treaty 
would lead to grave “questions 
concerning France being. over- 
looked or not dealt with fully. 
That is quite conceivable, The 
French, like ourselves, have to 
see that the Treaty with Germany 
‘covers every imaginable point 
aud leaves no Igophole through 
which danger might come. Thus 
itis far.the wiser plan to finish, 
with Germany first. and then 
proceed to lay down the law to 
the other enemy countries. It 
would need to be # ftremen- 
dous document to cover the 
whole of ,the» enemy Powers 
in one Treaty, for each will 
need differing treatment owing to 
the diverse conditions prevail- 
ing.

ITS VALUE TU ENGLAND. 


Before it ia tuo late it bahoves 


us carefully to consider one little, 
though by no means insignificant 
item in the terms of peace as they 
will affect the Britsh Empire, 
writes a carrespondent’ of the 
London Meraing Post. “This item 
ia Heligoland, Though few 
people seen.to care what bacumes 
of it, itis in reality of far mare 
value to. us than the whole 
‘Berman Navy and much else 
besides. 

Heliguland avaa part of our 
Empire from 1807 sill 1890, in 
which year Lord Salisbary, with 
a levity and ahortsightedness 
almost incredible, bartere! it fur 


_aee—~tertitories in Africa which only 


negtigence had 
allowed = tha Wermans | te 
oceups. ‘This small, rocky 
islet in the North Sea, which we 
‘parted with so lightly and the 
Germans received “with such 
axultations, lies lesa than 30 
railes off the mouths wf the Elbe 
and Weser. A quarter of 3 mile 
eastof the main ruck is a tiny 
xeaf or sandbank called Dunen- 
Insel, which till 1720 was 
joined to its larger neighbour by 
a neek-of land. Under the lee 
uf thie the largest versels cau 
ride safely at anchur. Heligel- 
ond itself is of a brigngular 
shape, one mile hag by nearly 
a third of a mile broad at its 
widest part. The whole is abou! 
130 acres in area, and the only 
landing-place is a little strip of 
sand on the south east. .
